Harrisburg, Pa., December 13.—( 
Governor Pinchot tonight called an ex- 
tra session of the Perusylyania general 
assembly for January 13. Two of the 
subjects to be ecnsidered are regula- 
tion of the coal mining industry and 
prohibition enforcement, 

Other svbjects are election law re- 
forms; revision of laws regulating 
banks, trust companies and building 
and loan associations; gasoline tax col- 
lection and giant power. 

The official proclamation, summon- 
ing the legislature, will be under date 
of December 14. It will be signed 
by the governor tomorrow, but was 
made public tonight together with a 
statement of the governors reasons

Reasons for Sessior. 

“T have called the general asembly 
of Pennsylvania in extra session be- 
cause the safety of our institutions 
and the prosperity of our people im- 
pertively “demand it,” the governor 
said. 

“Abuses have arisen in this com- 
monwealth so dangerous to our form of 
government and so threatening to the 
welfare of the people that they must 
he taken in band with vigor and with- 
out delay.” 

Later in his statement he asserted 
the session “will not cost the tax 
payers a single dollar, if the legisla- 


ture will enact the legislation I shall j. 


recommend.”

May Declare It Public Utility.

“tention of asking that the hard coal 


mining be declared a public utility. 
He outlined his own efforts to bring 
about ‘a settlement of the anthracite 
controversy through the submission of 
proposals to the operators and miners, 
and after referring to the miners’ ac- 
ceptance of his plan as a basis of 
settlement, he said “if the operators 
had done the same, the mines would 


have been open in a week.” 


The operators “from first to last,” 
he said, “have refused to yield one 
jot or tittle of their original posi- 
tion.” The future of the industry, 
he asserted, “is threatened by popu- 
lar resentment and the use of sub- 
stitutes,” and, he said, the public 
“must either suffer in ‘silence or it 
must take measures to protect itself. ~ 

ndustry “Monopoly.” 

The governor termed the industry 
a “monopoly” and said the attorney 

neral had advised him in that case

Batavia, Ill., December 13.—A 
brief inquest over the bodies of this 
town’s most popular banker, his wife 
and their six-year-old son has con- 
vineed autho: :ties the triple murder 
was committed by someone whose mind 
was unbalanced by a fancied business 
injustice. 

As assistant cashier of the First 
National bank, of Batavia, Henry W. 
Jeske, was on the inside of many busi- 
ness deals in this community but thus 
far police have found no evidence 
that he had enemies: The inquest 
Sunday afternoon, however, revealed 
evidence that caused authorities to 
abandon their theory that robbery 
might have been the slayer’s motive 
and they are now certain that the 
banker and his family were the vic- 
tims of some maniacal revenge. 

Murderer Steals Car. 

Jeske, his wife and their little boy 
were shot at midnight Saturday when 
they returned home from Batavia with 
theip acme : at a.|°" 
Christmas aioli tour. Their as- 
sailant escaped in Jeske’s automo- 
bile. Fa 

Although, the wires leading into 
Jeske’s. country cottage were all cut 
and the interior of the house indicated 
the Jeske belongings had been ransack- 
ed, no valuables were taken. 

Harold Hall, employed on the Jeske 
farm, testified at Sunday’s inquest 
that he steered his automobile into 
the Jeske driveway shortly after mid- 
night. As the headlights of his auto- 
mobile swept the front yard with 
their shafts of light he saw the bodies 
of his employer and his little boy 
sprawled near the front porch steps. 
Jeske had been shot through the head 
and the boy, Ralph, had bled to death 
from a bullet wound in the neck. 

Woman Fought Slayer. 

Inside the house lay the body of 
Mrs. Eva Jeske, 34, her clothing 
was torn to shreds, indicating that 
she has fought with her assailant be- 
fore he fired the shot that ended her 
life. 

Sheriff Herman Vierke said he be- 
lieved the slayer had entered the 
hovse in the absence of the Jeskes by 
breaking a window, and that he prob- 
ably intended to meet Jeske face to 
face when*he returned and demand an 
explanation of some fancied wrong. 

But apparently Mrs. Jeske entered 
the house first while her husband was 
putting his automobile in the garage. 
The sheriff believes Jeske heard his 
wife's screams and ran to her as- 
sistance without stopping to warn 
his son to stay behind. Jeske and 


the boy are believed to have met the 
slayer at the front door. The condi- 


tion of their clothing indicated they 
ha@ not been given an opportunity to 
fight for their lives.

The first 
year ended September 1, 1925. 

The plan, Gilbert says, has achieved 
its essential, preliminary objects and 
is functioning smoothly. The report 
was presented to the commission Sat- 
urday. 

“The plan marked the tevaing point 
in Germany's recovery from disorder, 
disorganization and inflation,” Gilbert 
asserts.

It has realized its expectations in bal- 
ancing the German budget and in 
stabilizing German currency.” 

$250,000,000 Is Collected. 

Gilbert recalls that $250,000,000 
was paid in geld marks against rena- 
rations claims within a year. Four- 
fifths of this sum came from the 
proceeds of the German external loan 


and the remainder from the German 


Railway company. Creditor powers 
have received reparations regularly 
and on a substantial scale, the youth-

REVENUE RECEIPTS 
SHOW DECREASE 


Commissioner Blair in 
Annual Report Reveals 
Drop of $212,038,988 in 
U.S. Revenue. 


Washington, December 13.—()— 
Although numerous cuts in the tax 


of the fiscal year 1925, total inter- 
nal revenue receipts for the period 
were only $212,088,388 less than 
those for the fiscal year 1924. 

The annual report of the internal 
revenue bureau, made public tonight 
by Commissioner Blair, placed total 
receipts from all internal sources dur- 
ing the -year at $2,584,140,260, com- 
pared with $2,796,179,257 in its pre- 
ceding fiscal year. 

Comparative receipts for the two

DISTRIBUTED, 15 CLAIM 


Augusta, Ga., December 13.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Sc.ae of the people of Rich- 
mond anu Muscogee counties are ob- 
jecting because the state highway 
commission offers those counties only 
$1 to each $1 they put up to pave 
their state roads, while the commis- 
sion is giving, to what are called 
country counties, $3 to eath $1 they 
put up for the same purpose. 

Hugh C. Middleton, of Richmond, 
is strenuously voici:g objection to 
what he calls “this arLitrary method 
of distributing the highway funds.” 
He expresses himse'f as follows: 

“We are told in :‘ichmond by the 
commission that we are a ‘strong’ 
county, and hence get $1 for $1 while 
the country counties get $3 for $1. 
Yet the law says specifically that the 
highway funds are to be distributed 
among the counties in proportion to 
‘mileage’—no provision is made for 
this distribution on the basis of as- 
sessed wealth. The method proposed 
is plainly arbitrary, and contrary to 
the spirit, if not the letter, of the law. 
Arbitrary action cannot do the high- 
way situation any good in the state, 
and this is, of course, an important 
consideration,

for $1—they ought to get as much as

“Why, Richmond pays on 6,800 au- 
tomobiles and Jefferson, adjoining, 
the county of Mr. Phillips, registers 
1,350 automobiles—five times the tax 
from Richmond. It is necessary to 
multiply this 5 by 3, the proportion of 
funds that Jefferson is to get for pav- 
ing, making 15 to 1 against Richmond, 
considering payments and distribution 
to get the real proportion. 

“We pay a tax on over 16,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline a day—many times 
more than that from most small coun- 
ties. The actual disproportion is 
too great against the city county and 
should not pervail. It should be ob- 
jected to all over the. state, and no 
country county would probably in- 
sist on such an uneven division. 

“Richmond pays into the state high- 
way treasury this year around $200,- 


, 000, and her payments will be increas- 


ing. After December 1. 1926, she 
will begin to pay around $250,000, due 
to W. & A. gas tax. In the next 
five years Richmond will pay into the 
state highway treasury doubtless ful- 
ly a million and a quarter dollars. 


Yet she is not to get a penny of what 
she pays in to help her pave the state’s 
roads.

“The $125,000 a year for three 
years necessary to give Richmond 
the three-to-one distribution to pave 
oll her state roads, would pave enly 
five miles in the whole state. Simi- 


larly as to the $87,000 that Muscogee 
wants. Fulton, Chatham, Bibb, 
Clarke and to some extent Glynn and 
several other probably city counties 
have paved their roads. For Rich- 
mond. Muscogee, Glynn and any re 
maining city counties to get their 
three-to-one apportionment would not, 
therefore, retard paving materially in 
the country counties, and the theory 
that to withhold from the city coun- 
ties in this manner would help the 
country counties is not sound, prac- 
oe apart from the unevenness 
of it.’

ey, with a rehash of the old League 
of Nations fight in the senate, out 
of which may come through reaction 
of public opinion some changes in 
this government's attitule toward Eu- 
rope. 

A re-airing of the League of Nations 
controversy was assured when the 
senate finally decided lust session to 
take up the administration's world 
court protccol on December 17, since 
opponents of the court as it stands 
consider, themselves battling the old 
League of Nations bugaboo. The 
fight now has been broadened by the 
invitation from the league for par- 


ticipation of the United States in a 
disarmament conference, which Presi- 
dent Coolidge, it appears, will leave 
to congress. The invitation for the 
United States was handed to the Amer- 
ican minister at Berne Saturday. 

In addition, congress will take still 
another view of European conditions 
as they affect she United States when 
the foreign debt settlements made dur- 
ing ‘he recess are taken up for rati- 
fication. 

Six wears ago, a fight started. by a 
handfu} of senators resulted in reac- 
tion public opinion that doomed 
entry the United States into the 
legue at that time. There has been 
continued agitation both ways since. 
In the next few weeks, as a result of 
re-staging the old drama, there will 
be the first opportunity since that de- 
cision on the issue to find out how 
the people of the country really stand. 


People to Listen. 


Through debate in the senate, which 
has proved so powerful in shaping 
foreign policy, the people again will 
have the issue presented to them, and 
in a dramatic manner that will com- 
mand attention and cause even the 
man on the street to think about the 
There have been 
changes in the world since 1919. Zany 
things have happened. The effect of 
these changes on the policy of the 
United States will be discussed. 

What will be the reaction of the 
public? 

The world court protocol will be tak- 
en up in the senate next Thursday. It 
is favored by the administration. Pres- 
ident Coolidge gave it more attention 
in his recent message to congress 
A powerful lobby 
is working for American adherence to 
the Geneva court, which is an agent 
of the League of Nations. At the

ave the upper hand.

There will be further opportunity to 
talk about the league when congress 
is asked to act on the invitation to 
the disarmament conference. Some 
officials are opposed to submitting the 
matter to congress, but republican 
leaders favor it. and Coolidge, by na- 
ture, would hardly take the initiative 
himself. He recalls the ire raised by 
President Wilson when the war ex- 
ecutive did not take the senate very 
greatly into his confidence. - 

What attitude congress will take on 
the league invitation to the disarma- 
ment conference is difficult to predict. 
This government has participated of- 
ficially with some of the committees 
of the league engaged in humanitarian 
activities, such as for control of the 
drug traffic, white slavery and such. 
The United States has taken the lead 
in disarmament moves, fostering the 
historic naval limitations conference 
here. It would seem illogical for it to 
remain aloof in this effort. But con- 
gress may not see it that way. If it 
does. it may restrict the nature of the 
participation. 
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RADER ADDRESSES 
‘LIST OF QUESTIONS: 
TO COLLEGE BOYS 


The Rev. Luke E. Rader, pastor of 
Central Baptist church. spoke to a

ARMY AND NAVY AIR 
FORCES IN BAD SHAPE 


Continued From First Page. 
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the United States is not higher than 
third nor lower than fifth in the air 
powers of the world,” the committee 
finds. 

The army and the navy, the com- 
mittee says, is unable to agree in 
proposing legislation to improve the 
condition. The . service in both 
branches has deteriorated in equip- 
ment and morale. A survey is sug- 
gested of all equipment and the im- 
mediate destruction of “all obsolete 
and unsafe planes and equipment” is 
urged. 

The lowering of morale among the 
fliers is attributed by the committee 
not only to the obsolete equipment 
furnished them, but to the inequality 
of opportunity for promotion and in- 
creased pay and to “the lack of an 
established, defined policy in the main- 
tenance of our air forces.” 

The committee’s report defends the 
importance of aircraft. It says: 

“Aircraft will be the first resort 
of our country in case of a war emer- 
gency. It is one of the most essen- 
tial arms of our military defense. Ev- 
ery new development of the modern 
airplane increases its relative impor- 


tance. 
Plans All Changed. 

“Kt has introduced an element of 
mobility in military operations that 
compels a revision of all military plans 
of pre-aircraft days. 

“It has lessened the relative impor- 
tance of the battleship, but has not 
eliminated the necessity of it. Tlie 
airplane becomes the necessary auxil- 
iary ‘and defender of the battleship. 
The reluctance and hesitation with 
which we have recognized its grow- 
ing and future importance are basic 
reasons for the retarded condition of 
our air power.” 

As anticipated in earlier United 
News dispatches, the committee recom- 
mends a single department of na- 
tional defense, headed by a civilian 
secretary. specially charged with the 
coordination of the defenses of -the 


country; a single budget, greater rep- 
resentation of airmen on the army, 
general staff and the navy general ;

LACK 
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Thompson Warns 
Farmers Against 
Waiting Policy 


* Chicago, December 13.—(/)—In a 
statement issued Saturday S. H. 
Thompson, president of the American 
farm bureau federation, stressed the 
importance of continuing the major 
nctivities in which the organization 
has been engaged. Mr. Thompson be- 
came head of the farm bureau at its 
annual meeting here earlier this week, 
succeeding O. EB. Bradfute. 

“The problem of the new adminis- 
tration of the federation,’ he said, 
“will be determined by the resolutions 
of the recent Chicago convention and 
carried out by the concurrent action 
of the board of directors and myself, 

“The biggest opposition that agri- 
culture has been confronting has been 
due to lack of sympathy from other 
interests which.should lend us a hand. 
Our problem is a common one to all 
people. 

“The problem of the surplus. which 
is our principal one, is a problem that 
can be solved by the brains of Ameri- 
ca if we will but adopt the bright at- 
titude toward it. lt has practical ob- 
stacles in it which must overcome, 
but American brains can meet prac- 
tical difficulties.” 

hile declaring himself not wun- 
friendly to President Coolidge and in 
ugreement with him in his stand on 
cooperative marketing, Mr. Thompson 
suid that the president in addressing 
the farmers in Chicago last Monday

BIG CANAL PROJECT. 

Washington dispatches encourage 
the hope that the board of army 
engineers may give a favorable re- 
port on the proposal to complete 2 
canal from New Orleans to Colum- 
bus, Ga., via Mobile, the Apalach- 
icola and Chattahoochee rivers. 

The first favorable action was the 
granting of a supplementary hear- 
ing, which was held Wednesday, 
with large Georgia and Alebama 
delegations present, including the 
Georgia delegation in congress. 

The great benefits that would ac- 
crue to the entire eastern half of 
the United States by such a canal 
open to commerce is almost incon- 
ceivable. In the old colonial days, 
even before the Revolutionary war, 
the advantages of linking the At- 
lantic. and the gulf by an inland 
waterway open to commercial navi- 
gation was seen. It would bring 
the Mississippi river to the Atlantic, 
and cut out hundreds of miles of 
navigation now necéssary in going 
around the Fiorida keys. It would 
cut out the distressing situation as 
to perishable cargoes in the gulf 
stream. 

The advantages to Georgia would 
be almost incalculable. 

If this project, with all of its po- 
tential promises to the advancement 
of the commerce of the creat Mis- 
sissippi valley and Atlantic seaboard, 
and gulf states, should have been 
located in the north, it would have 
been constructed many years ago. 
The south has not shared fairly in 
inland waterway developments.

| Industrial Exposition in the South} 


Urges Great 


Editor Constitution : During the two 
years [I have traveled extensively 
through the region east of the Mis- 
sissippi river that is coming to be 
known as the industrial, south. 


I have been much impressed by 
what I have seen and the development 
that is evident on every hand. 


But during the same years I have 
also been much in New England and 
the west, where I have been surprised 
to find how little was known of the 
south north of Florida. The multi- 
tude of tourists who traverse the old- 
er southern states on their way to 
the much-boomed paradise that Ponce 
de Leon discovered seem to have been 
in such a hurry to reach their ob- 
jective that they have overlooked the 
many interesting things and the many 
attractive opportunities. that are to 
be found in Virginia, the Carolinas. 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Tennessee, 

The reason for this is somewhat ob- 
scure, but I have become convinced 
that it is chiefly due to the lack of 
a well-organized and permanént ex- 
position of the industrial south, where 
what has. been done may be seen 
and what may be done in the future 
would be pictured upon the canvas 
of the present. 

In my lifetime I have attendetl the 
Centennial exposition held at Phil- 
adelphia in 1876, the Cotton exposi- 
tion held in Atlanta about 1884, the 
New Orleans exposition held a few 
years later, the Chichgo World’s fair 
in 1893, the St. Louis exposition of 
1904 and the last two expositions of 
the pre-war period held in San Fran- 
cisco and Buffalo. 

I have a very definite recollection 
of ‘all these expositions. I learned 
much at each of them, and I am con- 
vineed that they were of great bene- 
fit to the communities in which they 
were organized and of great value 
te the whole country because they 
made the ple of the various sections 
acquainted and obliterated the preju- 
dices and misconceptions that are like- 
ly to develop among groups that are 
static. 

It is my recollection of these vari-

There follows a discussion of the deli- 
ency of hot house plants as compared 
with the sturdiness of evergreens. 

“That's the way human beings may 
train themselyes so as to be sturdy 
and strong at all seasons, without re- 
spect to weather, remain well and 
live long. 


| “No danger in weather exposure. 
At last week's football games in Chi- 
‘cago and Champaign 100,000 persons 
braved the rain, snow and raw wind 
to witness the contests. There were 
lots of wet feet and many were soaked 
to the skin. We may safely wager 
that some will develop colds or other 
respiratory infection. .. .” 

Here the commissioner acknowl- 
edges that “‘colds” are respiratory in- 
fections, but here also his flop is fin- 
ished, for instead of indicating the rea- 
sonable and probable source of the in- 
fection—persons nearby who had the 
disease—the commissioner makes a 
rather ludicrous grab for the old blun- 
derbuss again as though he wished to 
resume his old stand: 


“  . . colds or other respiratory 
‘infection as a result of the unaccus- 
tored exposure. But considering the 
size of the crowd and the severity 
of the weather, the number laid up 
will be comparatively small because 
those who fear the weather and shun 
wet and draught were not there.” 

A suitable reward is hereby offered 
for the detection of any person who, 
given the opportunity to attend a. big 
football game, stays at home because 
of fear of the weather. But I am not 
a rich man and cannot offer a reward 
for evidence leading to the identifica- 
tion of, say, two or three thousand 
rersons with alleged “colds” who car- 
ried their infection to the football 
games and exposed all within the 
range of their spray. 


The commissioner’s flop ends in a 
disastrous spill, to be sure, but he'll 
certainly do better next time. Notice 
his perfect stance: “No danger in 
weather exposure.” When he wrote 
that he meant to make the flop com- 
plete.

The actual business policy being pur- 
sued by the: country shows what is 
being actually done, not what is be- 
ing hoped for. 

Take for example the statement 
made by President Coolidge last week 
that almost ‘unlimited prosperity is 
ahead for us if we increase produc- 
tion and eliminate waste. Taken 
by itself that statement does not mean 
anything. It does mean something, 
however, when it is added that we 
will have unlimited prosperity if we 
have enlarged balanced production; 
that is increased agricultural produc- 
tion sold at profitable prices plus in- 


‘ereased industrial production spread 
‘evenly where needed and where pay- 
‘ment can be made. 


We all live by taking in each oth- 
er’s washing and there is trouble 
where somebody’s wash is compara- 
tively larger or smaller than it should 
be. Ever since the war the size of 
the family wash in this country has 
been larger than ever before with oth- 
er parts of the world showing a cor- 
responding decline. That is not as it 
should be. What President Coolidge 
and Secretary Mellon and Mr. Gary 
and Mr. Mitchell and others are 
hoping for is that the size of the 
family wash throughout war-ridden 
Europe will be increased so that ours 
will not have to be reduced. 

But while President Coolidge was 
telling the country and congress last 
week that almost unlimited prosper- 
ity is ahead for us if only production 
is enlarged and waste eliminated, 
what business policy was actually be- 
ing pursued by the country as a 
whole? Those with their fingers on 
the industrial and financial pulse of 
the*country know that business men 
as a whole are planning for good 
trade this winter and spring but not 
beyond. Moreover, spring is an elas- 
tic term. In some years spring comes 
earlier than in others. Business men 
of this country are absolutely posi- 
tive about what is going to at tee 
this winter and for the first few 
months of 1926 but whatever they are 
hoping for or saying for publication 
in their expectation for the longer 
look ahead, they are not making 
actual commitments: beyond spring. 

One reason for the optimism being 
voiced by our big men regarding the 
soundness of the country’s financial 
and industrial position is that com- 
modity prices have been steadier all 
of this year than for many a long 
year passed. Ify first, commodity 
prices and then wages, had been ad- 
vancing this year our big men would 
not be voicing so much optimism. Ad- 
vancing commodity prices and wages 
would mean short lived prosperity 
for this country. 3 . 

At this point the question arises as 
to why in view of the prevailing op- 
timism there has not been a run-away 
market in commodity prices and wages

stock market. 
first, commodity prices and then wages 
have not advanced this year because of 
very active competition. We are hav- 
ing active competition because in an 
effort to increase production so that 
operating costs will be reduced we are 
turning out too many raw and finish- 
ed materials to permit price increases. 
If we could sell more of our surplus 
abroad price increases would be pos- 
sible. But our prices are already com- 
paratively high and moreover, war- 
ridden Europe has not the wherewith- 
al to pay.

Wheat Hard Hitter. 


Zack Wheat is a straightaway hit- 
ter, a slugger. He does not try to 
bunt and he seldom tries to place his 
hits; he just whales the ball. _ 

Joe Jackson was the same kind of 
hitter. Jackson used to give Cobb a 
hard run for the batting championship 
each season, but Cobb alwzys man- 
aged to hit just a few points better 
no matter how well Jackson hit. Jack- 
son was one of the fastest men in 
the game and especially fast in going 
to first. 

Eddie Collins is another of the 
scientific school. He is a good, fntel- 
ligent, honest batsman. He can bunt 
a ball and he can drag one. e can 
hit to any field. Collins has the 
trick of sizing up his infiehkt and 
crossing the infielders. He has been 
in the game a long time, but he has 
retained, his speed while others, play- 
ing barely half as long as Collins, 
have slipped. 

Frankie Frisch can not be classed 
as a left-handed batter nor a right- 
handed one. He is a “turn around” 
batter. doing his batting from either 
the left or right side of the plate. He 
does his most effective work when 
battifg left-handed and he manages 
to be one of the major league leaders 
in batting each year. Speed is an im- 
portant factor in Frisch’s work. 

That is about all I want to write 
about the batters. Although many 
chapters could be written, I have at- 
tempted here to cover briefly the 
chief features of the: subject.
